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Asks Addition of 
$4,848,171,957 to 
Funds for Defense 


U. S Will Not be Aggressor 
Or Send Men to Europe's Wars, 
Roosevelt Asserts in Message 


Waahintton—w— President Roo-j 


seyelt asked congress to authorize 
an additional $4,848,171,957 for de- 
fense today in a special message as- 
serting that "we will not use our 
arms in a war of aggression; w'e will 
not send our men to take part in 
European wars." 


Mr. Roosevelt's request brought 


to approximately $10,000.000.000 the 
funds and contract authorizations 
asked this session for land, sea and 
air armaments. Previously the pres- 
ident had asked and the congress 
voted about $5,000,000.000 in the two 
categories. 


Specifically, Mr. Roosevelt today 


requested $2,161,441,957 in a cash 
appropriation and $2.686.730,000 of 
contract authorizations. The latter 
would permit congress to appropri- 
ate later a like amount. 


"The principal lesson of the war 


up to the present time is that par- 
tial defense is inadequate defense," 
Mr. Roosevelt declared. 


Will Remain Fre« 


"So great a sum means sacrifice. 


So laH?e a program means hard 
work—the participation of 
the 


whole country -in the total defense 
of the country. .This nation through 
sacrifice and work and unity pro- 
poses to remain free." 


The president outlined the gov- 


ernment's "immediate 
objectives" 


as follows: 


"1. To carry forward the naval 


expansion program designed 
to 


build up the navy to meet any pos- 
sible combination of hostile naval 
forces. 


"2. To complete the total equip- 


ment for a land force of approxi- 
mately 1,200.000 men. though of 
course this total of men would not 
be in the army in time of peace. 


Reserve Stocks 


"3. To procure reserve stocks of 


tanks, guns, artillery, ammunition, 
etc, for another 800,000 men or a 
total of 2,000.000 men if a mobiliza-. 
tion of such a force should become 
necessary. 


"4. To provide for manufacturing 


facilities, public and private, neces- 
sary to "produce^ critical -items of 
equipment required for a land force 
of 2,000,000 men, and to produce the 
ordnance items required for the air- 
craft program of the army and navy 
—guns, bombs, armor, bomb sights 
and ammunition.

Out of Planes 


Licensing Plan Also 
IntendecUo Speed Up 
Construction Plans

LM Anfeles—Two major devel- 


opments, one of them frankly bor- 
rowed from Europe, are going to do 
much toward speeding American air 
re-armament under the impetus of 
congressional appropriations

ning into the hundreds of millions

One is airplane design, simplifica- 


tion. The other is the appearance of 
licensing agreements permitting the 
construction of identical-type war- 
planes by factories in widely sep- 
arated localities. 


To borrow a term from a national- 


ly-publicized 
California 
political 


campaign of 1934, the United States, 
launched suddenly upon an air de- 
fense project reminiscent of 1917. is 
preparing to turn out "production 
for use" warplanes. 


Our military planes have been too 


fancy. Since 1934. when the whole- 
sale canqelation of air mail con- 
tracts and the attendant attempt of 
the army to fly the mails showed 
the air corps to be deficient in both 
equipment and training, our planes 
.have grown fancier—and costlier. 


Costly Equipment 


One gadget alone, an hydraulical- 


ly-operated pilot's seat whose per- 
formance puts a barber's chair to 
shame, costs several hundred dol- 
lars. Flight and engine instruments, 
which in thc manufacturing process 
are costly and time-consuming, cov- 
er the front of the cockpit and in 
some instances spill over on to its 
sides. 


Miles of aluminum alloy conduits 


—known in the trade as "plumbing" 
—snake through the 
wings and 


fuselage. 


At St. Louis recently a test pilot 


showed me the cockpit of an inter- 
ceptor pursuit. Thc complexity of 
the instrument panel had been re- 
duced fully a third. On the left 
side was a switch connected elec- 
trically to thc trigger on the con- 
trol stick. It was marked "1. 2. 3. 
volley." 


"This is what we are coming to." 


said the pilot. "We need greater 
simplicity. A combat pilot doesn't 
even need a selector switch on his 
guns. Let him press thc trigger and 
fire all four at thc same time." 


Change Their Views 


West coast manufacturers 
are 


beginning to receive hints from both 
the army and navy that simplifi- 
cation of planes—and. therefore, of 
plane manufacture—would be wel- 
come. The sen-ices are about ready 
to accept planes 
with 
electrical 


wiring 
running throughout t h e 


structure instead of being grouped 
in conduits where one bullet easily 
could wreck several units in the 
control system. 


They arc about ready to abandon 


expensive, 
pressurized hydraulic 


systems, actuated by buttons or 
switches, in favor of hand-operated 
air brakes and retractable landing 
gear, at least on the smaller war- 
planes. 


At the Douglas plant in Santa 


Monica, the country's largest air 
craft factory, parts manufacturer 
ji-ho is also a pilot and an engi- 
neer, told me thc other day: "We 
are going to achieve quick produc- 
tion when thc air corps specialists 
at Wright field 
in Dayton stop 


thinking up new gadgets to add to 
planes and begin eliminating about 
half of those we already havc." 


Production by Nazis 


Simplification has been the key 


to German warplane production. If 
our warplanes are too fancy, they 
may also be too fast. That is, for 
years we have been spending our 
energies and money obtaining high 
performance. The German "stuka" 
dive bombers havc a levcl-flighj 
speed of only 220 miles an hour. 
They arc light, single-engine planes. 
We have not been satisfied with 
less than 300 miles an hour in bi- 
motor medium bombers. 


The other aspect of an accelerat- 


ed air re-armament drive, the li- 
censing of one factory by another 
to increase production and spread 
employment, is under agreements 
obtained by Secretary Morgcnthau. 
The treasury secretary announced 
thc move May 23. 


Thc west coast is giving an ex- 


ample of what is meant. Thc Doug- 
las company has licensed thc Boe- 
ing Aircraft company in Seattle to 
manufacture large numbers of two- 
engine, fast medium bombers for 
thc British. Such licenses probably 
will be issued in increasing num- 
bers as thc manufacture of planes 
for our own armed forces gains 
momentum.

Washington has had a marvelous growth. 
It upped its population 57 per cent. But 
of course that is artificial and due to pre- 
•vailing governmental policies. 
- , 


Few who are familiar with booms care 


for them. The desirable thing is a steady, 
consistent and honest growth. A commu- 
nity must keep the industries, business 
«nd commerce that it has and acquire such 
others as it earns. In the acquiring of 
new ventures nothing is to be gained by 
any policy excepting that of candor. Sub- 
sidizing industries that cannot stand on 
their own feet or inviting soldiers of for- 
tune to conduct some business by pre- 
senting it with substanial favors seldom 
gains anything of .lasting consequence. 


Let this valley therefore continue to 


build and expand, inviting every legiti- 
mate industry that it may sustain, and let 
its homes stretch farther into the agri- 
cultural section, never forgetting to pfV 
serve and construct'those other institu- 
tions that have accompanied the best civ- 
ilizations since time began. 


Keeping Congrtss in Session 


Most of the people in this country want 


congress kept in session except for the 
necessary recesses due to the conventions. 


This is because most of the people in 


the country look upon congress as a brake 
or restraint upon the president. 


But there are other good and suffi- 


cient reasons why congress should not go 
home, however hot and humid the nation- 
al capital may be. 


The House passed certain amendments 


to the Wagner Act but the senate shuttled 
them aside for the election. The senate 
passed a bill to prevent state employes 
paid from federal funds being used as a 
chain gang in the election. But the House 
hasn't acted upon it. Then there is the 
bill to terminate all purchases of foreign 
silver which was passed by the senate 
but thrown on the floor of the House by

this bill should have originated there. And 
beyond all this important legislation there 
is the Logan-Walter bill providing for a 
judicial review of bureau rulings. It was 
in April that the House passed this bill 
but the senate has not acted.

Several week's ago, there- 
fore, Roosevelt called Leahy back from Puerto 
Rico and conferred with him about taking over 
the job of national defense coordinator. 


Leahy was much interested, but said that if 


he was to succeed at this important job he 
wanted free rein to do two things. One was to 
increase hours of labor without necessarily in- 
creasing wages. In other words, the Wage-Hour 
act and the Walsh-Healy act, two of the hard- 
est-fought New Deal labor reforms, were to be 
suspended. 


Admiral Leahy pointed to the experience of 


the Blum government, which did not rearm for 
the reason that French labor insisted on con- 
tinuing the 40-hour week and other manage- 
ment restrictions.

Generally speak- 
ing, his news service existed for and 
by corruption, Most of his clients 
were bookmakers or poolrooms op- 
erating in violation of the law and 
by the connivance of corrupt may- 
ors, judges, prosecutors, city coun- 
cilors and state legislator's.

NIGHT BASSING 
WORTH TRYING 
By Harold Hollis 


Pete, and I had been fishing for 


bass one late summer evening with- 
out much success. Finally, think- 
ing it too dark for fishing we start- 
ed for home. 
A long peninsula 


jutting far into the lake intrigued 
us, and we stopped for a few casts. 
We were using fly rods with cork 
body feather minnows. 


My lure had barely touched the 


water when there was a swirl on 
the surface and the rod tip was 
bending. 
An infant later pete 


hooked a fish. I lost my bass but 
Pete landed 
his, a 
j-mallmouth 


weighing just over four pounds. 


_ Now I had heard that bass fish- 
ing was good at night but after a 
few unsuccessmul attempts had de- 
cided that it was just another fish 
story- This, howpver. looked inter- 
esting. We rowed up the shore, fish- 
ing carefully. About 50 yards from 
the tip of the peninsula just oppo- 
site two prominent birch trees Pete 
picked up another bass. We con- 
tinued on for a way without another 
strike and then started back. At 
the birch trees Pete took another 
bass and at the tip of the peninsula 
another. Then we quit fishing 


Likes Dark Lures 


Although I was handl.ng the 


boat I did almost as much fishing 
as Pete, but that one strike at the 
tip of the peninsula was the only 
one I had. Our feather minnows 
were exactly the same size and 
shape . . . had been made in the 
same factory . . . but mine was 
lighter in color. Subsequent ex- 
perience with smallmouth at night 
has convinced me that dark lures 
are the best. My favorite, selected 
after much 
experimenting, is a 


brown cork body bass bug. 


Since that time I have spent many 


hours fishing after dark, for this is 
one of the most fascinating types 
of angling, but have learned very 
little that is new. 
Later experi- 


ence has' merely verified conclu- 
sions drawn that night.

Period, Krahn Reports 


Kaakauna — Since the city of 


Kaukauna started its work relief 
program a year ago. its pay roll has 
amounted to $7,371.50, Joseph V. 
Krahn made known in a report on 
the first 12 months of operation of 
Ihe plan. 


According to the work program, 


men who are receiving direct relief 
from the city are given employ- 
ment on city-projects and paid 50 
cents an hour. With the 
money 


earned in this way, they repay to 
the 
city the 
relief cost of that 


month. If the workers owe the city 
money, for relief previously given 
them, they pay it back from the 
balance acquired by doing addi- 
tional work, above the amount nec- 
essary for a single month's relief. 


Projects carried on by the city in 


this program include such things 
as the building of the stone wall 
along the roadway near 4he old 
Union Bag 
mill, crushing stone, 


building sewers 
and doing road 


work. 


Cost of individual projects during 


this time has included: Wall at old 
Union Bag mill. $441; cleaning 
brick from old mill stack, $1,871: 
laying sewers, 
$267.50: crushing 


stone. $2,941; streets. $67.50; schools, 
$36250; parks, $276; snow removal, 
$1.135. 


During May, relief projects cost 


$1,662.50 in pay roll, 
the largest 


share going for crushing stone, Sl.- 
252.50. Money paid back to the city 
for back relief during May amount- 
ed to $426. Nineteen of the work- 
men paid back some of their back 
relief during the month. 


According to Krahn, relief clients 


like the idea of being able to work 
for the aid they receive from the 
city, and prefer this system to that 
of receiving a free dole.

To Quality Milk

milk cooling tank and a cold water 
supply.

concrete tank can be made a yaUs- j 
fartory cooling unit by obsemns' 
three things These include separat-' 
ing the tank fron the milk house! 
walls, submerging the tank so that 1 


the t^p is only tv.cl.c inches above J 
the floor line, and providing an in-1 
sulated cover. If the tank is built i 
a full six inches inside of the milk' 
house foundation walls, the spare 
between the tank and the f^inda- 
tion can be filled with hard burned 
cinders. This helps prevent freez- 
inr in winter and helps keep the 
water coo! m summer. 


As most tanks arc located in the 


end of the building, the ends and 
back can be similarly insulated. This 
cinder fi'l can then be capped with 
two or three inrnes of concrete, as 
a means of keeping the cinders 
dry and ofTcrtive as an insulator A 
zood lightweight cover can be made 
out of one and an eighth bv four 
inch lumber as a frame, with one 
inch rigid insulation between. The 
lid can Ihen be covered top and 
bottom with gahar.ized No. 26 iron, 
and the ;omts or seams soldered to 
make it moisture proof.

water be pumped directly from the 
well to the tank through pipes 
buried in the ground.
